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The system under which the external trade of Bengal with Nepal, Sikkim, 
and Bhutan is registered has been described in previous I'eports, and no change 
was introduced in it during the year 1883-84. 

2. The total value of this traffic registered during the past tliree years on all 
the important trade routes, at the 32 stations which are distributed along the 
frontier between Chumparun and Julpigorco, was as follows : —

It will be seen that the gross value of the trade during 1883-84 was 2*44 
per cent, in excess of the figures of the preceding year, and 212 per cent, 
over those of 1881-82. The import trade, howovor, shows a material falling off, 
the figures for the past year being 8*40 and 7*84 percent, below those of the two 
previous years respectively. Under exports, there was an increase of 17*11 
per cent, as compared with 1882-83, and of 15*21 per cent, as compared with 
1881-82. The chief staples in the import traffic which showed the largest 
decrease during the past year as compared with 1882-83, were food-grains, 
timber, and silver j and the articles showing the largest increase wore 
precious stones and pearls (unset), cattle, opium, linseed, and saltpetre. As 
regards exports, the greatest improvement is found in European piece-goods, 
metals, provisions, treasure, liorsos, salt, tobacco, and unrefined sugar, while 
manufactured woollen goods showed a decrease. 

5. In the report for 1882-83 it was observed that the information furnished 
lupoDta levied by thu Nepalese by tho looal officers oJF the frontier districts regarding 
authorities. the imposts levied by the Nepalese authorities on 

traders after they leave, or before they enter British territory, showed that the 
rates of duty at different points on the frontier varied considerably. With the 


object of cbtainiijtf donjptetfl and aatisfactory mfontiatidri, so to adaoxt :0f | ft 
comprehensive re’neW ol the subject, each of the local olBoers oonoerhed Vis 
furnished with copies of the reports submitted by the othersy cihd they were 
requested to institute careful personal enquiries into the matter, and rejport the 
result for tho information of Government. They wore also asked to consider how 
far the fluctuations in tho imports and exports at the different registering' posts 
were the results of variatious in the rates of duty levied at different points. 
In accordance with those orders, tho frontier district officers have collected as 
much information upoit tho subject as was possible, and they have been requested 
to continue to devote their particular attention to this subject during their 
annual tours, and submit periodical reports of any changes that may hereafter 
come to their knowledge. The substance of the reports is given in the ensuing 
paragraphs. 

G. So far as lias been ascertained there are at present 35 toll stations On the 
out., or Nepftktsa toll along northern frontier of Bengal between Chumparun 

ibo frontier. and DarJccUng at which imposts are levied by 

the Nepalese authorities. In Chumparun all articles of trade pass to and 
from Nopal by Semra Basa, Semrown, Hotaura, Bhichakhori, Sirsa Gudhi, 
Gliat Sirsia, Ohapkatia, Muslmrwa, Amerputte, Bhim Pliendi, Matearwa, and 
Triboni Ghat along tho frontier, and there are toll stations at all these places. 
The lighter aad more valuable classes of goods are sent to Nepal by the 
Sigowli route as a matter of convenience, because it is tho most direct road 
to tho frontier. Heavy goods are sent up by river, and country produce is 
brought down from Nepal, either by river or by the Thori route, as it suits 
the convenience of exporters. 

7. In the Mozutferporo district tho imposts are levied at the ghdits nearest 
to the five British registering stations of Bairagnia, Majorgungo, Sonbursa, Bela, 
and Sursund. Those ghhts are situated within Nepal territory on the paths 
loading from tho interior of Nepal to tho markets on the British frontier. 
In some cases as many as throe of these gli^bts, at each of which a separate 
toll is levied, are situated between the frontier and tho markets m the 
interior of Nepal with which trade is carried on. 

8. There are five ghhts on the borders of tho Durbhunga district at which 
imposts are levied, namely, Bashita Gh,l,t opposite to Deodha, Bauarputti 
Gliflt opposite to Ijadaiiia, iSabaila opposite to llarlakhi, Bhugwanporo opposite 
to LowKuhi, and Jarnuiii opposite to Andra Muth. 

9. The farmer of tho sayer mehal of four pergunnalis in Nepal on the fron¬ 
tier of the Bhagulpore district has collecting stations at Bishoouporo in 
Nepal, opposite Bcerp.ire, and tefc Chefa Pahari Nurha, opposite Puchpuraria 
(Puciipandaria), and another Bisfioonpore, opposite Bilundi, a village three 
miles east of Kanhouli ^Kuudowli ); also anotlier ghfit opposite Kundowli. 

10. On tho frontiers of tho Purnoah district the duties are levied in the 
Morung district of Nejial, while as rcgai'ds Darjeeling tlie imposts are levied 
at four stations in the Nepal Torai, via., Kroongtar, Dhoolabaroe, Dohuguri, 
and BaradhosI, and at five stations in tho hills, viz., Mamringtar, Bundooka, 
Goorkhajagat, Feckul, and Monglong. 

11. The Nepalcso Government maintains no regular Custom House, and the 

imposts are levied on the farming system. Along 
<'>opJoy«d f«r cou«ctson the front icr of the Chumparun district, it is said 
o t »i»rost». some niaoes tho taxes are farmed, while in 

some places they ore held khas. The Collector of Mozufferpore writes Tho 
impests in question are levied by tbikadars, who are said to take annual farms of 
them from tho Chowdhries, and these Chowdhries are said to be sabordinateteaQ 
otfioer known as Ckpton.’’ The Collector of Darbhanga was informed that 
tjoe farms along the frontier of his district wore ail disposed of from faead-quaxters 
(Khatmandooj, aad that the local Soofoa ”. had not even to keep aa aye 
on the farmers for the prevention of any malpraotices that they mi^t 
inclined to commit. The District Officer of Bhagulpore states that the farmer 
of the^sayer mehal, who is a British subject, '"has to bhi every year for 
the mchaJ, and he again sub-lets to highest bidders. The sayer mehal iBeludes, 
bcd.des the collection of import and export duties, the market-dues of all h&ts 
in the four pergunnahs, and jpAalkor, aud a tax on hides. He has sub-lessees 
under him, but his name alone appears in the Nepnl Goverament books, smd

tb® Morung Bistriot of Nep^ (marohmg witb th® distriot of Pumoah), and 
altmg i^e bordar of the Barjoeliflg Bistdlot) is not particularized in tlio local 
reports. 

13i. Tbo Bistrict Officer of HozufEerpore vritos:—-“Attempts at® some¬ 
times mftde by the thikadars to enhance the rates, and complaints on this subject 
ore sometimes instituted by aggrieved British subjects before the Nepalese 
officials. The fact of the institution of these complaints would seem to show 
that the force of custom in regulating tlie rates of imposts is generally recog¬ 
nized.” No person, it is said, “ has ever seen any written tal>lc of rates, nor 
are any such written tables believed to exist.” The Collector of Burbhanga 
states that the farmers make as much as they can during the tenure of 
their lease, and their exactions are passed over unnoticed. The Sub-divisional 
Officer of Madhubani reports:—“ I have found it very difficult to ascertain 
the truth about them (the imposts), for though I have questioned hundreds of 
people about them, I have received similar consistent replies from none. No 
one seems to hare a comprehensive knowledge of the whole subject, which 
appears to be very comjjlicatod.” The state of affairs on tho borders 
of the Bhagulporo District is described in the following extract from 
the Collector’s report. “ lie [tho farmer of the sayer mohal] says it is possible 
that some of his sub-lessees may take occasionally more from traders 
than the fixed duty; but ho believes—and I tliiuk from all I have heard 
that he is correct in his belief—that the sub-lessees more frequently take 
less than the fixed duty to attract traders to their particular roads. Several 

g orsons informed me that they can always get redress in the Nepalese 
lourts if any sayer amlah extorts any sum in excess of the fixed duty ; and 
traders seem to know exactly what the recognized rates are. They say that 
they always get justice in Nepalese Courts. I asked tho farmer who has 
‘ rah-ghats ’ at only four or five places on the frontier, how it was that traders 
did not escape duty by crossing tho frontier at places where lie has no ‘ rah- 
ghats' lie said that ho makes arrangements with the villagers all along the 
frontier, by which they intercept any person going by roads or tracks cither 
than those on which he has ‘rah-ghats, ’ so that very little escapes him.” 

13. The imposts are levied by tho Nepalese authorities on imports as well 
of duty #t difforent point* on as on oxports, and from British as Well as from 
thofroBtior. Nepaleso traders, with certain exceptions, which 

will be noticed further on. As regards tho rates of duty, tho local officers have 
furnished them in statements, which will bo found among the appendices to 
this report. An abstract of the information that has been gathered on the 
subject is given below, district by district. 

14. Chumjparun.—At the l;;i toll stations on the frontier of the Cliumparun 
district, duty on animals is levied per head, but in the case of goods, the tax is 
imposed according to some particular deaoraiuation, such as per cart-load, pony or 
bullock-load, bag, banghy, parcel, maund, &c. The duties levied at Semra Busa 

and at Semrown are tho same. The rates in force at 
of "AmbT ** *^”** •bout* these two stations are 4 loUia* pice per cart-load, and 

2 lohia pice per pony or buUock-load, of tho follow¬ 
ing articles, viz., raw cotton, piece-goods, edible grains, brass and copper 
utensils, sweetmeats, fish, goor, and tobacco. Such articles, however, as vege¬ 
tables, spices, and baskets are taxed at 1 lohia pice per shop, but tailors’ shops 
at 2 pice each. The rate for pan or betel-leaves is 3 tnmas per banghy, 
and that for pigs 1 lohia pice per head. At Hotaura, 3 lohia pice are levied 
on each rupee’s worth of raw cotton, spices, and tobacco. Of food-grains, 
murwa is taxed at 3 pice on each rupee’s worth, and pulses at Ro. 1 per pony or 
bullock-load. Tho rate for buffaloes is 8 annas per head, for goats 3 lohia 
pice each, and for piece-goods 2 pice per piece. The duty levied at Bhicha 
Khori on sheep and goats is 1 lohia pice per ,Jiead, and that on piece-goods, 
Indian-corn, cummin-seed, and black pepper 8 annas per cart-load, and 2 annas 
per pony or bullock-load. At Sirsa-Qudhi horses are taxed at Hs. S each, 
buffaloeB at 6 annas each, goats and sheep at S lohia pice each, and piece-gooda 
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and tobacco at 1 pice and 2 pic© respectivol_y on f^oh . ir^ In 

the caae of pulses, spices, and attar and rose-wateir lbe ohar^m are 8. annas, 
Be. 1, and Rs. 8 per banghy, respectively. The duty on txisasure is Rs. 8 p©i( 
cent. The rates of impost levied at Gh&t Sirsia, Obapkatia, and Mushurva 
are uniform, and appear to be more systematic than those prevailing in otliOr 
ghllts. The great buiJk of the commodities passing these stations is taxed accord¬ 
ing to weight in maunds, at rates varying from 1 lohia pic© to 0 anii't'B ppr 
maund; but as regards rice and oil-seeds, the charges are 3 annas per cart-load, 
I'J annas per pony or bullock-load, 5 pice perbanghy, end 1 pice per bag. The 
duty on indigo and oiiium is 8 annas per maund, and that on piece-goods^ and 
hemp, twine and thread 4 annas per 100 maunds. The tax on punga (or sea) 
salt is -I anna, on sandha (or rock) salt 1^ annas, and on samuhar (or Upper 
Provinces) salt 1 anna per maund. At Ainorputte a charge of 2 annas is 
made for each bullock, cow, and buffalo, and 1^ lohia pice for a goat. Potatoes 
are taxed at 0 pice per banghy, 3 annas per cart-load, and 2 pice per parcel; rice 
at 2 annas per cart-load and annas per pony or bullock-load; and fndian-com 
at half an anna per banghy and 2 pice per parcel. The imposts levied at Bhint 
Phendi on rice, oils, ghee, salt, and saline substances are Re. 1 per cart-load, 4 
annas per pony or bullock-load, and 2 annas per bag. Raw cotton also is taxed 
at these rates, except wlien carried in bags, in which case there is a reduction of 
1 anna per bag. The imposts on piwo goods are Re. 1 per cart-load, 8 annas 
per pony or bullock-load, and 1 anna per bag. The rates on betel-nuts, undrain- 
ed sugar, and tobacco are as follows:—

At Matearwa an impost of 8 anna.s per cart-load, and 2 annas per pony or 
bullock-lond is levied, on raw cotton, Indian-corn, salt, saline substances,undrained 
sugar, and tobacco. The duty on piece-goods and brass utensils is Re. 1 per cart¬ 
load and 2 annus per pony or bullock-load; on pan or botcl-leavos 2 annas per 
banghy; on vegetablt.s, sweetmeats, garlic, ginger, onions, and baskets i pice 
jier banghy; and ou eartlienwure, hsh, and unurained sugar 2 pice per banghy. 
At Tribeni, a tax of 6 annas per bundle or of Re. 1 to Re. 1-10 per 
pony or bullock-loud is levied on piece-goods going northward. Sugar, 
tobacco, and curry-stuffs, of which largo quantities are exported to 
Nepal by this route, arc taxed at the rate of one rupee per pony or bullock-load. 
On exports from Nepal the duties levied at this gh&t are as follows : —

No special tax is levied on timber exported, but a royalty of 25 per cont* 
is paid on the value of every tree cut down. 

diverj^onco in tbo rates of duty imposed at the dlfforont points on the 
frontier of the district is, the Collector remarks, mainly due to the fact that the 
rates of duty are not fixed by the Nepalese Government, and that the Nepalese 
authorities seem to use their discretion as rejrards the levy of the duty/’ 

16. MomJ^erpore -—The rates of impost levied at the several ghft.ts on the 
borders of this district vary very considerably, and appear, it is said, to ho regu¬ 
lated by custom alone. The duties on imports and exports are oqiuih The 
basis of taxation, however, is very much less complicated tlxau that adopted in 
the Chumparun district, the rates being according as goods are conveyed 
by cooly, pony or bullock, or cart. Cotton piece-goods, food-grains, iac5, 
brass utensils, ghee, linseed, spices, sugar, and tobacco are charged at 
Bairagnia and Sonbursaat the rate of 3 loliia picje per pony or bullock-load, and 
at double that rate when carried by cart, I'ho imposts on these articles at 
Majorgunge are 4 pice per pony or bullock-load and 8 pice per cart-load, except 
as regards ghee and spices, the rate on the former article being 2 annas per pony or 
bullock-load, and 4 annas per cart-load, and on the latter 3 pice and 6 ])ice, respect¬ 
ively. At Bela, the duty on cotton piece-goods, brass utensils, liiiBCod, and spices 
is the same as at Bairagnia and Sonbursa, but that on food-grains is 2 pice per 
pony or bullock-load and 4 pice per cart-load. The duty on ghee is comparatively 
very heavy, namely, 4 annas per pony or bullock-load, and lie. 1 per c-urt-load. 
The tax on unmanufactured tobacco is 4 pice per cooly-load. The duty 
on ponies and mules at Bela is 3 pice per head, on cattle at Sursund 
4 annas per head, and on slieep and goats at Hairagnia, llajorgunge, Sonbursa, 
and Bela 4 pice, 2 pice, 1 picjoi and 3 pice respectively, liaw cotton is taxed at 

3 pTCO per pony or bullock-load, and (> pice per cart load at Bainignia, against 

4 pico and 2 annas respectively, at Bola. For raw jute the rate at Bairagnia is 
3 pico per pony or Imllock-load, and 0 pico per cart-load, against 4 pice and «S pice 
respectively, in Majorgunge, and 4 pice and 2 aiinas in Bela. A pony or 
bullock-load of jute-ropo is taxed at 7 pice in Sonbursa, against 4 pice in Bela, 
but for a cart-load of that article and of sabey fzrass (a kiiul of grass from 
wliich twine is made! the charge is said to be 10 annas at the former jdace and 
only 8 pico at the latter, i'ho duty on veg<4ablc\s is 6 jiico per cart* load at 
Bairagnia, against 8 pico at Majorgunge, and 2 annas at Sonbursa, Tlio 
impost on a cart-load of leather is 4 pice at Majorgunge against 4 annas at 
Sonbursa. Oils are taxed only at Bairagnia, where the rate is 3 pico per 

S or bullock-load, and 0 pice per cart-load, (4n salt the duty^ per pony or 
ck-load and per cart-load is put down at 3 pic() and 6 pice respectively^, 
at Bairagnia ana Bela; at 4 pice and 8 pice at Majorgunge; and at 6 pice 
and 3 pic© at Sonbursa. The rat© for bamboos is 10 annas per cart-load at 
Sc^nbiiraa and Sursund, against 6 pico at Bairagnia and 8 pico at Bola, 
Blankets are taxed at 2 pice and one 1 pice jier cooly-load in Majorgunge and 
Bela respectively, against 3 pico per pony, bullock, or curt-load in iSoiibursa. 
The duty on a cart-load of girassis 4 annas at Sursund, 8 pice at Bela, 6 pico at 
Bairagma and Sonbursa, and 4 pico at Majorgunge. 

16. Durhhunga. —There appear to be three distinct chief forms of taxation 
on the borders of this district, viz :— 

(1) Khurchhappi or kotwali —A tax on exports of grain of about 2 annas 
a cart. 

(2) Sager —Export duty at varying rates on articles other than grain. 

(8) Lag — A duty of 3 pico per rupee on grain sold. 

Lag is levied on hirta (revenue-froe) lands,^but in porgunnahs Jhamua and 
Pakarla, which are in mdl (revenue-paying) lands, iag is levied at the rate of 
8 pice on each rupee’s worth of grain purchased, and a tax of 6 pice per 
cart-load of grain is levied from the purchasers as kotwalL Those taxes are

levied by the sellers, wKo t^ce also the eultivators, aud vrho themselves vrcisrk in 
tarn as chowkidars of their villages. They pay a certain sum along vidth 
their rent annually to the Dnrbar £or the privilege of levying the above rates. 
The payment ox these rates exempts a trader from payment of ftny further 
fthtureiihappi at the gh&ts. 

^ A similar system to that of Mozufferpore prevails in this distxiet^ and the 
duties aro levied by the oooly-load, pony or butlock-load, and cart-loadh Ajs 
regards the import duties, those levied from British subjects on pieoergoods 
aro Rs, 6 per cart-load, Rs. 1-4 per pony or bullock-load, and 4 annas per 
cooly-load, but in thet caso of nuts, vegetables, salt, and sugar the rate per 
cart-load is Rs. 1-4, that per pony or bullock-load 5 annas, and that p«r 
cooly-load 1 anna. Traders who carry these goods on their heads pay no 
duty. All those duties aro yearly rates, *.<?., when they aro once paid the 
importers got licenses under which they can take goods into Nepal as often as 
they please within the year. It is said that if a British trader has to import 
into Nepal once a year, and satisfies tlie toll officer to this effect, he. is charged 
as follows:—

Tho export duty on raw cotton is annas per cart-load, annas per pony 
or bullock-load, and 2 pice per cooly load j on saboy grass 12 annas per cart¬ 
load, and 1,;^ annas per cooly-load ; on ghee and honey 2 annas per banghy; 
on bay leaves Rs 1-4 per cart-load, and" 10 pice por cooly-load; on tobacco 
Rs. 1-4 per cart-load, and 5 annas per pony or buUock-load; and on wax 16 
pice per cooly-load. The duty on food-grains and oil-soods which is 2 annas 
per cart-load, and 4 picc per pony or bullock-load, is levied on grain purchased 
by British subjects on!’.' on mnl (revenue-paying) lands. 

For purchasing an*d exporting liides to British India, a certain fixed sum is 
paid annually to tho Durbar. Parrots and other birds are sold at Government 
golahs, and the purchasers do not pay anything for exporting them. Nothing 
is charged for exporting timber, which also is sold at Government depdts. 
For the exportation of cattle too no rate is levied. 

Tho following list shews tho rates said to be levied in parts of Nepal near 
the outposts of Harlakhi and Lowkahi :—

The Collector remarks : “ The lists vary not only from each other^ hut also 
from the information given to mo by cartmen, whom I happened to meet at 
diflforent places on their way cither from or into Nepal in respect of 

i-mt iohi* pic for one cari-io.a of ^eviod from tliom. ITie rat^given by 

a lohirt pice for one bollock or these cartmon are noted m the margin. With a view 
bore* i(«d. I;q acquaint myself more fully on this suliject, I 

applied personally to tho Nepal Sooba of Mahatri, Saptari, and Momng 
districts, but 1 regret to say that this offioor, though he was profuse 
in his promises, gave mo little or no information.- All that he told me amount¬ 
ed to tnis, that 2 pice were charged for each maund of grain in addition to 
•Jth of a pice as farmer’s remuneration. It was my impression that hit 
knowledge of the subject was, if not absolutely nil, at any rate very limited.” 










The C!6ll43otor adds t ** The Hstg atmex^ to this report do not, looreorer, agteb 
'With those of anthorixed duties levied inNepal (pages 15 to 22) circulated by the 
Betigui Gfoyeramenl with their letter No. 214P (rolitical), dated 27th January 
1882.' The only reason for the variations that I can assign is, that the Nepal 
Govcmment tuaiutains no regular custom, house, and the duties are levied on 
the iatming system. The farmers make as much as they can during the 
term of their lease, and their exactions are passed over unnoticed.'* 

17i IBhitgulpor«, — A. uniform rate of imposts is levied at all the five stations 
on the_frontier of this district. There are as many as 138 articles specified in the 
toriff list furnished by the Collector, and tax is collected under twelve separate 
dmtOminations, such as per head, score, raaund, seer, banghy, &c. In the 
majority of cases the import duty is double the export duty. In a few 
staples, however, the duty on imports and exports is equal, and in about 
13 articles the import duty is less than the export duty. On ti’oasuro and 
blankets an export duty only is charged at tho rate of 6 pies per tola and 
3 pies each respectively, while in the case of food-grains, oil-seeds (except til- 
seed) and betel-nnts the imports only ore taxed. Tho highest duty (namely 
Rs. 81-4) each) is levied on elephants, whethor imported or exported. Tho 
export duty on musk is Rs. 3 per seer, and tho import duty is half that amount. 
The import and export duty on a new cart is Rs. 1-4-6. Another article which 
is heavily taxed is vermilion, tho import duty on which is Rs. 1-8, and tho 
export duty 12 annas per maund. For the rest of the articles the rates vary 
from 1^ pies to 12 annas under imports, and from 1^ pies to 6 annas under 
exports. As regards food-grains, the import duty on wheat, gram, and pulses is 
6 piee per maund j on rice, paddy, murwa^ maize, and oats 3 pies per maund ; 
and on tho rest pies per maund. The import duty on oil-seeds (except til- 
seed) is 6 pies per maund, on til tho import duty is 12 annas, and tho export duty 
6 annas per maund. No duty is levied on food-^'ains or oil-seeds exported 
from Nepal. I’he sayer mehaf farmer, however, takes 2 annas for every cart 
laden with rice and other grain when such rice or grain has been purchased in 
revenue-free villages in Nepal; and the Collector has found that cortinen who 
bring rice which they have purchased in revenue-paying villages are provided 
with a pass, in which it is stated that the vendor has levied “ Aoyol* ” (a foe for 
weighing the grain), and that tVio amlah of the are to lot tho cart- 

men pass without molestation. The Collector questioned numbers of these <jart- 
men, and they all said that the farmer’s amlah never take anything from them 
when they hold these passes. Tho import duty on betel-nuts is 1| anuas 
|>er maund. 

'the import, duty on horses is 8 annas, and the export duty 4 annas, 
for every Rs. 1<K) of value. The tax on each buffalo imported is 8 annas, and 
on each exjjortod 4 annas. Formerly 10 annas per head was charged on all 
full grown cattle bought in Nepal and 5 annas per head on calves, but now 
no charge is made. The late Sir Jung Bahadoor abolished Bie saj/er duties 
on sale of cattle, but in revenue-froo villages the laklurajdars still charge sayer 
dues. Whether imported or exported, the duty levied on pigs and goats is 
3 pies per head, on hawks 7 annas each, and on fowls ana talking lards 1^ 
pies each. 

Of tlie other articles, those on which the import and export duties are 
equal are bides (li pies per piece), umbrellas (3 pies each), earthenware 
(3 pie« per ban^y), mats (9 pies per maund), til (medicinal) and 
gbee (1 a'una per seer), safflower end string (1^ annas per maund), scabbards 
of ewemdUi (8 annas per score), and ehtmras (4 annas per Rs. 100 worth). 
The articles on which the import duty is leas than the export duty are 
shown in the following statomeut 
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Besides these arliclos, hookas (cocoanut bowls) are taxed at 9 pies per 
niaund under iaiport.s and !3 pies under exports; and gunnies at 9 pies 
and 3 pies per piern, rospoctivoly. The import and export duties levied 
on a maund of unmanufactured toiiacco are 1 anna and 9 pies respectively, 
while those for manufactured tobacco are 2 annas and 6 pies, respectively. 
For dried dates 9 unnas per maund are charged on imports, and 0 annas 
on exports. 

18. Purneah. —The duties levied in the Morung district of Nepal on the 
frontier of the FuriieaU district, were published by the Government of Bengal 
in January 1882. The Collector reports that there has been no change since 
then in the rate of duties. Ft>r facility of reforonco an abstract oi the old 
schedule is appended. The duties levied on all articles of trade are idiewn 
under the following heads r — 

(1) Taken at chowhios. 

(2) Taken from shopkoepors at hats or markets. 

(3) Ne/cftsi or export duties taken by ijaradars, or contractors or farmers, 

from persons purchasing things on market days. 

(4) Taiigianaov export duty token by a sayerdar or farmer according to 
labra kattha* within his sayor mehal. 

(6) Cluidhti or import duties taken at fairs at Barahchhetra. 

As regards (1), the imposts aro levied por head in the case of living 
animals; ad valorem in that of arms ; and por maund in that of raw cotton, 
hemp rope, orange.'=i, potatoes, food-grains, iron, parched rice, salt, spices, 
sugar, and tobacco; piece-goods are taxed by the piece; earthen-ware, 
vegetables, fish, and meat per cooly-load ; oils per seer ; and mats according 
to number. The rates of duty range from f pie in British money to 7^ annas. 
I‘.xcept in the case of fish and unmanufactured tobacco, the import duty is 
double the export duty. There is no export duty on buffaloes—^female and 
young—but the import duty amounts to 3 annas 3 pies, and 4 annas each res> 
pectively. The highest import duty is charged on betelouts (7 annas 6 {ties 
per maund); next come guns, pistols, daggers, and shields with a duty of 
6 annas 3 pics per cent, ad valorem ; undrainea sugar is taxed at 3 anxiaB 3 pies 
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p6r The ittiport dttty on salt jls A nnnas per maund; on mannfaotnrod 

and tiiiiiinBnnfaotiired tobaocso 9 annas 6 pies, and 2 annas Ii pies por maund 
raspeptively; on raw cotton, hemp ropo, pulses, and parched rioo (cArem) 2 annas 
per maund. The remaining articles, of which there are 1 5 on the list, are 
Unimportant. Their rates vary from 1 ^ pies to 1 anna 9 pies. 

As regards (2) the tax (import is levied per shop, but cloth and haber¬ 
dashery shops have to pay 8 pies por rupee’s worth of articles. Sellers of 
madder or manjit, and oils have to pay 1 anna per shop. P&n, iron, salt, and 
mustard seed shops are charged at 9 pics por shop. Dealers in hill fish 
are taxed at pies per shop, while those who sell fresh fish, apices, tr)bacco, 
and earthen pots pay a duty of 6 pios p(>r shop. Sellora of nusoollaneous drugs 
and medicines and curds are charged 4^ pica per shop. A duty of .t pios por 
shop is levied from the vendors of raw cotton, ginger, earthenwaie, hump ami 
flax, oranges, plantains, jack fruit, potatoes, brinjnls, radishes, pulses, country 
spirits, sugarcane, and gold and silver oniamouts. Ou spears, turmeric, 
miscellaneous vegetables, murwa, Indian corn, confectionery, flour, eggs, and 
chnnam shops the tax is 1J pics por shop ; and on euidlcd-unlk and butter-milk 
shops throe-fourths of a pie per shop. 

The highest duty levied under head (8) is 10 ann is, and the lowest rate 
three-fourths of a pie. On living animals, the oxi>ort duty on pony mares and 
female buffaloes is 8 annas por head, while that on male huflaloes, cows (<*alvea), 
pigs, goats, and ducks is 4 annas, 1 anna, C pies, 8 pies, 1 J pies, and three fourths 
of a pie respectively per head. 'I'ho oxpoit duty on raw cotton is I anna per 
maund; on piece-goods and oranges 3 ami 0 pies por rupee’s worth respt'ctivcly; 
on rice, paddy, and pulses 9 pies, 6 pios, and 1 anna per maund respoctivoly ; 
and on mats three-fourths of a pie each ; the duty on curd is 1 anna jier coofy- 
load, and on mustard seed 0 pics per maund. No import duty is levied on 
the articles of trade specified above. On the following nrtich*s, liowover, duty 
is levied on imports as well as on exports, the rale under the former head 
being double that under the latter:— 
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Whether imported or exported^ the duty on cartlicuwaro i«t 6 pios por oooly- 
loady and on gold, 1 anna por tola. The import duty on rose-water Ls tliieo-fourths 
of a pio per seer; in the case of trumpets the import duty is 3 annas against 
an 6:^ort duty of 6 annas. 

The rates given under head (4) and dotailod below, show tlio export 
duty on living animals (except ducks and pigeons) to bo twice ilio iinpoit 
duty* 
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An export duty of 74 anuns per maund is charged on raw cotton; 9 
pies on hemp and flax, wheat, pulses, and rice, while 4^ pies are charged on 
paddy, and 1 anna 8 pies on mustard seed and linsee d. No import duty is (diaigi'd 
on any of these articles. The export duty levied from paddy-cutfeis going 
from British tenitory into Nepal is 2 annas per sickle. 

The rates of duty shewn under the last liead (5) vary from 8 pios to 
Bs. 8-4-0, The living animals and articles on which an import duty only is 
charged are ducks (H pies per cooly-load), old falcons (10 annas each), loyal

Tlio articles on which the taxes on imports and exports aretHjnai, a^o raw eotton 
(1 anna 0 pios por maund), oranges (1 anpa 3 pica pgr tOQ), gum of tho gognl 
tree (6 j)ic 8 por maund ), and paper (Sf pios per '^00 sheets). Tho charge xuade 
on tho imports of hill c/itpuai (chiiitx) amounts to IJs. 3 por eart-load, and Ke. 1 
per bullock or pony .load, but the duty ou exports is levied at the latter ratoionly. 
The import duty ou cumnnu-scod, pepper, hoteliiuts from Bengal, and drained, 
sugar is Uo. 1 por cart-loud, i annas por pony or buHoek-load, 3 nnnas por cooly- 
load, and 2 annas (> pics por maunil, but tho duty on the export trade is only 1 
anna 3 pics per maund. Under undraiued sugar the import duty per load is 
tlm same as on tho above four articles, but per maupd it is 0 pies, whilo tho 
export duty is only 4| pics por maund. Ou preserved fruits the import 
duty is 3 ajinas n pics per juxund, and the o.xport <luty I anna 9 piys, Tho 
following btalotnont shews all the staples ou which the import duty is double 
tho export duty :— 
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Ihe import duty on aconite is 5 fxnpas a maund against an pxport duty of 
6 annas. On confectionery, the tajf on imports amovtpts to Ks. 2 per oart-load, 
and Eo. 1 por pony, bullock, or cooly-load, and that on exports to Ke. 1 per 
cart, pony or bullock-load, and 6 annus per cooly-load. 

^ 19. Darjeeling .—On the frontier of tho district tho imposts levied at the four 
stations in the Nepal Terai and at tho five stations on tho hills vary censiderpbly. 
A load of raw 'cotton iinport^od into Neixal fronc^ British territory is chaiT^d^at 4

Kuropean and Indian, are taxed at 4 annas per load, while the duty on a load 
of piece-goods, whether European or Indian, is 2 annas. In the ^Terai, 
however, a uniform rate of 3 pies a load is charged on both those dcscriptionH 
of cotton manufacture. The imposts on turmeric, fooil-grains, oils, linseed, 
jrmnufac turos silk, bctelnuts, and tobacco is 4 annas jM^r load in the hills 
against 3 pies at the other ]>lacos. On wheat, rict5, paddy, oils, liuseod, and 
tobacco, no charge is made in the Terai. The tax oji salt at the hill stations is 
2 annns per load, and that on vegetables brass and eoj>per 1 amia per load 
The duty on manufactured woollen goods is only I anna at Mamringtar, 
against 2 annas at Bundooka, (3oorkluijagat, and Feekul, and 8 annas at all 
tlie foiu* stations in the Terai. 

As regaids the duties levied on goods exported from Nc^pal, the rates aro 
0 (iaal at all the four stations in the Nepal Terai, while o£ the (ive hill stations 
the rates at four of them, viz., Mamringtar, liundooka, Goorkliajagnt, and Feekul 
are identical Mouglong alone has a tariff of its own. Buffaloes and horses aro 
taxed in the l^erai at 10 annas and 5 annas per head rospcctivoly, against 8 annas 
per head at the hill stations, except at Monglong, where the taxes ar<' 12 annas 
and Its. 2-8 per head respectlv^ely. Tho c‘Iiargo on sheep and goats is 2 annas 
per head in the hills, and 0 pics In tho 'Terai. For poultry 4 annas taken at 
IVlonglong, 6 pics at the other four hill stations, and 3 pica in the IVrai. Tho 
highest duty levied in the liills is on brass and copj)er, namely, Jfs, 2 8 })er 
rooly-load. In the Terai tho rate is 1 anna per pony or bulluck-load and 2 
annas per cooly-load. At Monglong iron is taxed at Uo. F8 per oooly load, 
against lie. 1 at the other hill stations, and in tho Terai at 1 anna i>er pony or 
bullockdoad, and 2 annas per cooly-load. Spices are taxed at 8 annas |)er cooly- 
load at tho liill stations, except at Monglong, whore the rale is 2 annas : at tho 
four stations in tho Terai tho tax is I anna per pony or bulloek-load and 2 
annas per cooly-load, A charge of 4 annas per cooly-load is made in tho 
liills on cliinjtta and nnnldor, against 2 annas per cK)oly-]()ad in tlio Terai. I'or 
ghco 8 annas per cooly-load is charged at Munglonp, against 4 annas at 
Iho other hill stations and 1 anna in tho Terai. i'ho on lohacco is 

4 annas per cooly-load in the hills, while in iho Terai it is 1 anna per }K)ny or 
bullock-load, and 2 annas per cooly-load. No duty is levied in llu^ hills on 
Indian twist and yarn, raw jute, and guimj^-bags, but the im])osts on these 
articles in the Terai arc 1 anna per pony or bullo(*k-hmd, and 2 annas per 
eooly-loud. Euroijcan piece-goods wlion brought back to British lorriiory 
from Nejial aro charged at 2 unnas per cooly-load in tho hills, but iio tax 
is ievitxl on them in the Terai. For Indian piece-goods, doalora Imvo to 
pay Ils. 1-8 per cooly-load at Mongdong, 2 annas at tho other four stations 
m tho hills, and th<i usual rates of 1 amui and 2 annas in the Terai, Dealers 
m food-grains are taxed at the rate of 2 annas per cooly-load at tho hill 
stations, except at Monglong, where the tax on pulses and rice is 4 annas, 
while in tho Terai pulses are charged at 2 annas per cooly-load, and 
rwe and paddy at 1 anna i)or rupee's worth. Tho imposts levied on hides 
of eattlo and linseed are 1 anim per pony-load in the Terai. Nothing 
is charged on tliom at tho hill stations* The tax on skins of sheep, goats, 
and other small annuals is 6 pics per cooly-load in the lulls, whereas in the 
Terai it is I anna per pony or bullockdoad, and 2 annas per cooly-load. Mustard 
and other oil-soods aro taxed at 2 annas per cooly-load in the hills, against 
tho usual rates of 1 anna and 2 annas in tho Terai. For vegetables, tho rate 
of duty at Monglong is 2 annas per cooly-load against 1 anna 4 pies at the 
other four stations in the hills, and 1 anna and 2 annas in the Terai. Tho duty 
on timber ranges from Rs. 1-4 to Rs. 1-12 per cart-load in the Terai, but it is 
passed froo at the hill stations. Tho tax on manufactured woollen-goods is 2 
aiiaas per cooly-load in tho hills, and 8 annas iti ^he Terai. 

Mr. Oldham, tho present Deputy Commissioner, writes 

** Waoo uoutomplated aabmittiug comparative statements for the duties levied at all 
tho registering posts on the frontier, iliua showing at a glance the dilleront rates that pro-

20. *rho information regarding the rates of duty levied from British 

nnd Nepalese subjects is summarized below. The 
imposts lovirtd on BritUb nnd Colloctor of Ohuoiparun writes; ** So far as 1 cati 

gather, no taxes are imposed on Nepalese traders m 
passing tho frontier. Tiio Sub-divisional Oifioer of Bettiah when in camp dunng 
the cold weather, learnt from some Nepalese trad on thoir way to Bettiah with 
grain, that tliey paid no tax in passing the frontier, but that Britisri aubjoots 
pay a tax of 10 pice (Dhabua), 1 ^ annas for each cart-load of grain 

brought across the frontier/* The royalty on timber is paid by Nepalese 
and British subjects alike. Tho 0 dlecbor of Mozufterporo states that the im¬ 
posts are paid both by British and Nepalese subjects, but that Nepalese 
subjects pay only half tho rates levied from British subjects. 


21* The Sub-divisional Officer of Madhubani in the Durbhunga district 
reports:— 


** There is a difforenoe in the t»t\atioa of exporters resident in Nepal and resideut iu 
IndiSv The traders of the first have nob tu pay anything to enable them to bring thotr 

goods to India, if they piirohaso their merchandise in mal lauds, while, if they purohase in 
birla lands, the owners of the fnrta (iakhhaj or revenue-free) lands charge them three lohia 
pioe per rupee worth of grtiiu purchased. On payment of the above rate, the tmders get a 
pass which protects them anywhere they go, but if the traders he residents of birta lands 
they are not charged anytliing for purchasing in Hrta lauds. The above refers otdy to 
grain, and is levied >x\ the spot under the name of lay. Lag is levied by the villagers, who 
pay the Nepal Govemmoni fi.xed annual sums in oonsequeuoe, which are added to thoir 
rental.’* 


22. The Collector of Bhagulporo writes :— 

“ It will bo ob*^erved that tho farmer is not allowed to levy duty on food-grain or oil-seed 
exported from Nepal; and tho reason for this is that the Nopal Government levy from ©very 
cultivator a cess called ‘ koyali/ which ia exactly the same as the illegal cess known by that 
name which tlio zemindars in many parte of this and other British districts levy from their 
ryots. The ryot whoa he t his graki, gets from the purchaser a fee for weigliing the 

f rain, and a certain proportion t.d' this fee is, by custom, considered to bo due to the zemindar 
n Nopal iliis ‘ koyali' U recognized by Government, and it is generally taken by the ryete 
from the Y*urchaser8 of their produce. Some Nepalese cultivators take one, some two, lohia 
pice per rupee of value of grain sold; some take no * koyali ’ at all from old customers. 
It is not au export duty levied at the gh^ts on the frontier, but is a fee taken at the place 
where the grain ia weighed out and sold, and is levied not only from British subjects who 
go into Nepal to buy, but from all purchasers whether they are subjects of the Nepal or of 
any othtir Government. It is therefore in no way au export duty, as has apparently been 
represented by ollioera of other districts. 

“British subjects who take pieco-goods, salt, tobacco, brass uteusils, &o., into Nepal to 
Bollat or fairs have to pay no duty at the “gh4ts/’ but they pay market dues either to the 
nayer farmer’s men or to his sub-less*.^os iu revenue-paying villages, or to the lakhirajdar*s 
men ill revenue-free villages. If they take rioe or other grain, instead of money, as price of 
articles sold, they can bring siioh grain across the frontier without being charged duty. If, 
however, they purchase griun, they have to pay ‘koyali* to the vendors, provided that they 
purchase elsewhere than at markets; in tne latter ease they pay the person entitled to 
market dues. 

“ British subjects who bring *sahet/* grass from Nepal have not got to pay expoH 
duty, but they have to nay ‘ * in the same way that Nepalese purchasers of 

would have to pay at the places where they ^et the ‘ sabey, * This then again is not ail expoHi 
duty; the purchaser whether he exports it trom Nepal or not has to pay four annas for each 
oooly-load of ‘ sabey^^ and once this is paid tho ‘ sabey * oau bo brought away either in ^ 
cart or on pack-bullocks, or on pouios, or in any other way, and no further charge is msdie 
at tho ‘ ghilts. * 

“ British subjects who have shops in Nepalese towns are never charged import duty dh 
goods brought into Nepal for sale at their shops. AU they have to pay is ground tent 
their shops.”

1 ;^ ww) the MwtiU* of varifttioM in the diftereiit posts, the Collector of MosGufferpore 
rtttainf duty. rej>ort8 that fluctuations iu imports and exports 

are not the result of variations iu the rates of duty levied at different 
points The rates of duty are not as a rule subject to variation, though 
those levied at one place differ widely from, those levied at another. The 

} daces where the traffic is greatest are those at which the highest rates are 
evied; for example at Majorgungo the rates are much higher than at Bela. 
At the same time there can, of course, be no doubt whatever that the levy of 
these imposts constitutes a serious obstacle to trade.” 


25, The Collector of Durbhunga offers the following remarks uj)OU the 
subject:— 

Ill the face of the disorepauoios that havo^ oomo to light, it is difficult to say with any 
oertaiaty that the flaotuations in tho exports and imports, as registered at the different 
registering jiosts, are governed by tho variation iu the incidence of taxation along tho 
dineirent routes. Traders naturally ohooso such routes as host suit their convenionco, costs of 
oarriago, taxation, price charged or given for commodities, all boing taken into consideration. 
Mr. haulder, the Sub-divisional Offi(5«r of MadUubimny, says.—* I believe the traders do not 
choose their route according to tho dues levied, finding them higher in one place than another. 
They follow from year to year the particular road to which they hoard thoir fathors have 
been accustomed for years, and they know nothing of the other routes.' 

• 26. From Bhaguliiore the Collector reports 


As to difference of rates of duty in different districts, it is said that Jung Bahadoor 
fixed these according to tho amount of traffic, consulting the formers. On the whole I am 
inclined to believe that the differonoe in rates has very little to do with tlie fluehiatioiis in tho 
amount of traffic at different places. The amount of traffic depends more on the demand for 
different articles in different places. The roads in !Noj)al are very bad; they are in fact mere 
tracks with deep ruts, but all are equally had. The roads in the Soopole suD-division, 
which borders on Nepal* are second to none in the country; they are perfect in sj)ite of the 
heavy traffic'' 

27. Tho Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling is also of opinion that the 
fluctuations in tho quantities of imports and exports at tho different registering 
posts on. the frontier do not depend upon the rates levied at different points.” 

28, The amount of untaxed foreign salt sent into British territory from 
Import of mitftxpd fareis» salt from trans-lTimalayan sources showed a decrease of 

triiu«-Uimai*kyaiiwourcee. 387 maurids 23 scers as compared with 1882 83, 

and of 799 maunds 8 SGors and 8 chuttacks as compared with 1881-82. The

TRADE OF BENGAL WITH NEPAL. 

20. The trade of Bengal with Nopal is intercepted by a^ cordon of 
stations, of which thqro are 27, ou all tho principal linos of traffic^ between 
(.-liumparun at one end, and Darjeeling at the other. All those stations were 
kept open throughout tho year, with the exception of Triboni Ghlit, in Chum- 
parun, and Nuxarbaree, Goompahar, and Kurjuliain Darjeeling. Triboni Gh&t 
station was closed for two months (September and October), and Kurjulia for 
throe mouths (10th June to 15th September) of tho yoar. On the reoom- 
moudation of tho Magistrate of Puincah, orders have been given for 
the removal of the tlireo existing frontier registering stations in tho Kishen- 
gungo sub-division from Digalbank, B 3 'reah, and Kalooghat to Panthamari, 
Dhoorsa, aiicl Toragutch, and of the Kuari (Meghahat) station in tho Arrareah 
sub division to Nowabgunge.

42. Saltpetre .—There was a great recovery in tho import trade, the total 
quantity having amounted to 14,.'j2l maunds against 6,985 maunds in 1882-83, 
and 12,911 maunds in 1881-82. The principal districts to which saltpetre was 
consigned in lar^p; quantities wore Mozullerpore (7,525 maunds), Durbhunga 
(4,207 maunds) and Chumparun (2,690 maunds). 

43. Oilseeds .—The total quantity of linseed imported into British territory 
was 41,341 maunds in excess of tho imports of 1882-83, and 1,09,778 maunds 
over those of 1881-82, but under mustard seed, tho figures fell off from 
81,373 maunds in 1881-82, to 71,150 maunds in 1882-83, and 52,802 maunds

44. Stl/c, manufaciured. —The value of manufactured silk exported to Nopal 
was Rs. 98,*^83 against Rs. 1,12,807 in 1882-83, and Rs. 52,r555 in 1881-82, The 
statistics of the frontier post of Kutkcnwa in Ohumparun show that as much as 
Rs. 81,000 worth of the goods exported during the year were sent to Nepal by 
that route. 

45. Sugar ,—The total quantity of drained sugar sent to Nepal was 
7,785 maunds against 4,975 niaundsiii 3 882-83, and 5,314 inaunds in 1881-82, 
while the supply of undrained sugar rose from 20,429 maunds in 1881-82 
to 20,869 maunds in 1882-83, and 27,786 maunds in 1883-84. Of the export¬ 
ing districts Ohumparun contributed 3,933 maunds of drained and 11,035 
maunds of undrained sugar; Mozuffcrporc 1,145 maunds of drained and 3,587 
maunds of undrainod sugar, and Durbliunga 037 maunds of drained and 0,009 
maunds of undrained sugar. 

46. Tobacco, —The total weight of tobacco registered was 40,004 maunds 
against 29,598 maunds in 1882-83, and 29,787 maunds in 1881-82. The 
increase in the import trade was 3,891 maunds as compared with the previous 
year, and in the export trade 6,515 maunds. Of the imjiorting districts, 
Furneah received 3,612 maunds, Mozufferj)ore 2,680 maunds, and Durhhunga 
1,192 maunds, while as regards the exports, the largest supply was sent from 
Mozufforpore (13,300 maunds) and Ohumparun (13,018 maunds). 

47. Timber ,—The timber trade showed a falling off of 1,83,841 maunds as 
compared with 1882-83, and of 70,083 maunds as compared with 1881-82.

48. Wool, mmufaoiured. —The total value of the expert tiide of ^Ih© jfjatit 
year showed a decrease of Re. 07,909 as compared with 1889-83, hut it estceedod 
the figures of 1881-83 by Re. 51,614. The great bulk of these _ supplies was 
carried to Nepal by the routes passing through the Chumparun district. 


TRADE BETWEEN BENGAL AND SIKKIM. 

49. As heretofore, the registration of the trade of Bengal with Sikkim and 
Thibet was effected at Phoydong and Rungeet in the Darjeeling district. Both 
those stations wore kept open throughout the year. Generally spoakii\g, the traffic 
intercepted at the loiTnor post is that whicli goes to, and comes from, Thibet, 
while that recorded at the latter station belongs to Sikkim proper.

'Phe advance in the aggregate value of goods registered was Rs. 17,792 or 
5*02 per cent, as compared with the previous year, and Rs. 80,090 or 31'82 per 
cent. U.S compared with 1881-82. The iniprovomeut was mainly in the import 
trade, the most noticeable items which contributed to tho increase in tho year’s 
traflic as compared with 1882-8,; being raw wool, niiscellaneous rain crops, 
foreign tea, horse.s, provisions, spico-s, gram, and shcll-lac. The export trade, 
however, would appear from the returns to have remained almost stationary, a 
falling oif being shown in the tratiic in indigo, cotton piece-goods (European), 
other metals, cattle, and iron, and an increase appearing under tobacco, 
woollen goods, paints and colours, cotton piece-goods (Indian), brass, provisions, 
oils, and dyeing materials.

.62. The imports of hill ponies tlirough Pheydong showed a small increase 
during the past year, tho total number being 683 against 602 in 1882-83, 
and 636 in 1881-82. The recorded cattle trade fell off by 65 head as compar^ 
with tho previous year, and by 20 as compared with 1881-82. There was 
a decrease of 23 26 per cent, under sheep and goats on the returns of 
1882-83, but an increase of 17'46 per cent, is shown On comparison with those 
of 1S81-82. Tho figures under lime and limestone showed a great improvemept 
during the year, the total quantity being 6,051 maunds against 1,897 maunds 
in 18&-83, and 3,179 maunds in 1881-82. Tho sunply of miscellaneous rain 
crops is steadily increasing, the total quantity during the year showing anadvance 
of 4,009 maunds on the trade of 1882-83, and of 10,597 maunds on that of 






ISSl-SS; 'This tsuU registered at Rungeet. The ntumber of hides rogiftteted 
751 pieces against 760 pieces in 1882-83, and only 106 pieces in 1881-82. The 
quantity of shell-lac rose from 2 maunds in 1881-82 to 9 maunds in 1882-83, aild 
' 9 maunds in 1883-84. Brass and copper showed a decrease of 90 maunds as 
,.u / fired with the total of the previous year, and of 343 maunds on the figures 
^ » 82. The amount of ghee registered was 90 maunds against 141 

* » iJbin 1882-83, and 111 maunds in 1881-82. All other kinds of provisions, 
showed an increase, the figurejs for the past year amounting to 71 
maunds against 34 maunds in 1882-83. The quantity of untaxed foreign salt 
fell off front 1,779 maunds in 1881-82 to 791 maunds in 1882-83 and 600 
inaundi? in 1883-84.. It is believed that a further decrease will take place, if 
indeed the import; of this article is not entirely extinguished, iis recent 
enquiries have shown that duty-paying salt is consumed at places in Sikkim 
four Tuarches fi'orn Darjeeling. Tlie traffi c, in sjnccs was active, the quantity 
imported being 239 maunds airainst 159 maunds in 1882-83 and IH) maunds 
hi 1881-82. ’I3>4. quantity of the brick tea <4* Thibet, imported during the 

year was 77 maunds against 42 maunds in 1882-83, and 64 maunds in 1881-82. 
The Deputy Coirnuisstoner of Darjeeling has recently received a few samples 
of tea iruumfaclurcd after tliis method in British territory by IMessrs. (h'osswell 
and Company, and ho has been directed by the Govornment of Bengal to 
facilitate its sale in those markets of his district which arc most frequented 
by Thibetan trader's. An allotment of Rh. 100 lias boon sanctioned for the 
purpose of paying commission to tlio shop-keepci's who may be entrusted with 
the sale of tlie tea. la the last report it was pointed out that one of the most 
seitisfactory features in the trade of that year was the beginning of a 
steady import of wool, of which there is an unlimited supply of excellent 
quality within a few days* journey from Uarjoeling. The result of the 
registration during 1883-84 shows that so much as 911 raaunds of this article 
were stmt into British territory against only 168 maunds in the preceding 
year, wliile in 1881-82 no traffic was returned under this head. It is 
believed, however, that the wool trades has dwindled during the curivnt year, 
partly owing to the difficulties placed in tlie way of traders by the Tibetan 
frontier officials. There was a slight decrease in the value of manufactured 
woollen goods (chiefly blankets), but the iiguros arc still in advance of those of 
1881-82 by Es. 13,231. The imports under all other articles of nn^rchandise, 
manufactured’^ showed an increase of over 111 and 154 percent, on tlie figuro.s 
of the preceding two years. The follow ing statement illustrates the fluctuations 
of traflic in all the important staples of import registered at each of llie 
stations of Ilungeet and Phoydong during 1883-84, as compared with tlio

54. There was a slight decrease of 5*77 per cent, in the value of piece-goods 
registered as exported during the past year as compared with 1882-83, but when 
compared with the figures of 1881-82, a largo increase of 4(>’54 per cent, is 
observed. Similarly, indigo shows a falling off of 44 maunds on the returns of 
the previous year, and an increase of 35 maunds on those of 1881-82, The ex¬ 
ports of miscellaneous dyeing materials rose from 26 maunds in 1881-82 to 79 
maunds in 1882-83, and 85 maunds in 1888-84. Tho aggregate total of metals 
registered as exported was 408 maunds, showing a docroase of 154 maunds on 
tho returns of 1882-83, and an increase of 143 maunds on those of 1831-82. The 
exports oi oils rose during the year to 110 maunds against 61 maunds in 1882-83, 
and 3 maunds in 1881-82. Tho advance under paints and colours was 21 
maunds, and in provisions 38 maunds as compared with tho previous year. 
Tho total fquantity of salt was 392 maunds against 265 maunds in 1882-83, and 
173 maunds in 1881-82. There has boon a considerable increase under tobacco, 
tho exports registered during the year amounting to 2,331 maands against 1,487 
maunds in 1882-83, and 709 maunds in 1881-82. Tho following comparative

The difforenoo is Rs. 1,46,725. Tlic registers show the value of English 
piece-goods exported by I^heydong as Rs. 27,940. Eiujuirics among certain 
merchants show that piecc-goc>as to the value of ils. 27,200 were despatcliod to 
Phoydong from Kalimpong, and that goods to tho value of Rs. 28,500 were 
sent from Darjeeling to Kalimpong for export. Tho total is Ks. 55,700. 
Endeavours are m)w being made to jjlaco the ^system of registration of Sikkim 
and Tibetan trade on a more satisfactory footing*. It is probable that 
the trade is not loss than double the amount now registered, and, wJum 
it is considei’ed that it has so many difiiculiics to <‘ontend with through 
the obstructive ness of frontier officials and tho exclusion of Indian merchants, it 
may be inferred that a large expansion of tho trade would follow upon the 
removal of the obstacles by whicli it is now impeded. A special report ou this 
subject is under submission. 


TRADE BETWEEN BENGAL AND BHUTAN. 


56. The trade between Bengal and Blmtan was, as usual, intercepted at 
Ambaree, Ilantoopara and Buxa in the Jiilpigorco district. I he first two stations 
were kept open for five mouths, and tho third station for ten months of tho 
year.

Tho value of 
imports, however, decreased by 16-54 per cent., while that of exports increased 
by 41 *88 per cent. As regards tho imports, the decrease is inaiiil 3 r duo to a 
largo falling off in the horse trade- Under exports tho increase is observable 
in almost all articles of traffic, notably in tobacco, European piece-goods, rice, 
betel-nuts, and unrefined sugar. The principal articles comprising the import

137 maunds in the previous year ; on the other hand the advance of Rs, 4,801 
in the -value of “ all other articles of merchandise unmanufactured was owing 
to an increase in the imports of musk and yaks’ tails. The total value of the ' 
former amounted to Rs. 5,913 against Rs. 2,491 in the previous year, and of 
the latter to Rs. 1,860 agairst Rs. 038 in 1882-83.

59. The trade in European piece-goods exceeded that of 1882-88 by 
Rs. 4,673. Twist and indigo were for the first time exported to Bhutan during 
1883-84 vid Buxa and Ambaree. The exports of rice showed an advance of 
2,197 maunds. The quantity of metals fell oil from 295 maunds in 1882-83 to 
179 maunds in 1883-84. The salt trade showed a decrease of 122 maunds. In 
manufactured silk goods tbore was an advance of 46 31 por cent, as compared 
with the previous year. The exports of betel-nuts were 2,058 maunds against 
2,158 maunds in 18’'2-83. The rise in tobacco from 3,284 maunds in 1882-83 
to 4,783 maunds in 1883-84 is specially noticeable.
